'Galis from Nearly All the Cities 


for a Visit, 


HE MAY CHANGE HIS PROGRAMME 


And Accommodate Those Who Are De- 
sirous of Seeing Him—Other Gossip 
About the Situation. 


Washington, March 2.—(Special.)—The 
New York Herahi of this morning has a 
long attempt to figure up the strength that 
the candidates will go into the democratic 
convention with. 

It says of the 900 delegates Hill will get 
285; Cleveland, 2065, and “some western 
man,” 350. It gives Cleveland fifteen states, 
¢welve of which are republican. They are: 
California, Connecticut Delaware, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, New Hamp- 
shire, Ohio, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Vermont, Virginia, Washington, West Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin. 

It gives Hill but ten states, all but thre 
of which are democratic. They are: Colo- 
rado, Florida, Idaho, Maryland, Mississippi, 
New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina and Texas. 

Where the Bosh Comes In. 

Then the states it gives to “some western 
man” shows the whole thing te be bosh. 
These states are: Arkansas, Georgia, 
Zlinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kausas, Kentucky, 
Michigav, Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, 

fevada, North Carolina, North Dakota, 
ae laies and Wyoming. 

Of these states Hill is almost certain of 
six. He will, at least, have the majority 
é6f the delegates from Arkansas, Georgia, 
Missouri, North Carolina and -Tennessee, 
and after a ballot or two Indiana will 
withdraw Gray from the presidential con- 
test in favor of Hill ,with Gray as vice pres- 
fdent. That is what Gray is playing for. 

In Illinois the figut between the Palmer 
and Morrison people is already so heatéd 
that that state will probably be thrown to 
Hill. 

The Real Situation. 

But it is too early to count on what each 
state is going to do. ‘The situation in a 
general way can, however, be sized up thus- 
ly: Everybody knows Cleveland is out of 
it. Hill is the only very prominent candi- 
date with his own state behind him. No 

ne is able to fix upon any one western man. 

ill is growing in the estimation of the peo- 
ple, and it looks like he will soon have the 
entire thing fixed, though just what his 
strength is cannot be estimated yet. 

Senator Hill’s Southern Trip. 


The Associated Press sends out the fol- 
lowing tonight: The indications are that 
Senator Hill’s trip to the south will assume 
far greater proportions than was origi- 
nally supposed by its promoters. Invita- 
tions from all parts of the south have been 
coming in on the senator thick and fast all 
day, and he is tonight confronted with con- 
siderable embarrassment in his desire to 
respond favorably to them all. The Young 
Men’s Democratic Club, of the capital of 
Tennessee, telegraphs: 

The democrats of Nashville desire to have 
you visit the capital of Tennessee while upon 
your southern tour and address them upon the 
issues of the day. We assure you a hearty 
welcome. T. J. Ryan, W. T. Smith and Rich- 
ard Eastman, committee of the Young Men's 
Democratic Club. 

John Holmes Green, of Meridian, Miss., 
also telegraphs: 

Can you possibly touch Meridian? Answer 
immediately. Stretch every point. 

Shortly after this came a message from 
the capital of Alabama, saying: 

The Hill Club, of Montgomery, invites you 
to stop on your route or return to Jackson 
and address the Hill Club of this city and 
vicinity. The club meets tonight to receive 
your answer and if favorable will immediately 
begin preparations for a demonstration in 
your honor. Answer and name a day.

Senator Hill has, up to this evening, been 
anable to make a reply to any of these in- 
Vitations, despite the urgency of the tele- 
grams. 

“I would like to visit all these points,” 
said he to an Associated Press reporter, 
“but, at present, I do not see how I can 
possibly do so. I have already accepted an 
invitation to address the Mississippi state 
legislature, at Jackson, on the 15th in- 
stant, and to make another speech on St. 
Patrick’s Day, two days later, at Savan- 
mah, Ga. It takes over a day to make the 
trip from Jackson to Savannah, and there 
will not be much time for stops, or to 
make speeches on the road, if the present 
programme is adhered to. I am somewhat 


- @t a loss to reply to all these invitations,

and will have to study up the most avail- 
able routes before I can announce my pro- 
gramme.”’ 

The southern friends of Mr. Hill in 
congress are urging him tonight to changé 
his programme so as to include stops at all 
larger cities from which invitations may 
come, and, although the senator will likely 
mot announce his determination for a day 
or two, they believe this kind of a pro- 
gramme will be ultimately adopted, and 
the southern trip made the occasion of a 
series of political ovations. 

What Senator Colquitt Says. 

' The intimation of the press in the south 
hostile to Governor Hill, that he has pro- 
cured these invitations for the purpose of 
making a political tour, has excited criti- 
tism and awakened surprise that such un- 
Worthy sentiments should be tolerated in 
what has been claimed the generous, hospi- 
table south. Senator Colquitt suggests 
that the governor might go down south on 
& fishing and hunting excursion, and shake 
hands with the people at the depot and 
talk politics in the parlors. This was not 
considered inconsistent with ‘“‘virtue’’ and 
“purity” in the case of Cleveland, and Mr. 
Hill might follow his example and escape 
the charge of being “selfish,” “corrupt” and 
*intriguing.” . 

Mr. Springer’s Tllness. 

Mr. Springer is somewhat better today, 
but is still a very ill man. His features 
are frightfully swollen and discolored, and 
his condition is undoubtedly serios. 

Mr. McMillin is preparing himself to 
open the tariff debate on Tuesday.

By thé end of this week four appropria- 
tion bills will have been passed by the 
house. Already the military aca- 
demy and Indian bills have = gone 
to the senate. The District of Coluni- 
bia bill will be passed tomorrow, and the 
pension bill not later than Saturday after- 
noon. The passage of these bills so early 
places this congress ahead of all of its 
predecessors, and demonstrates thht 
Speaker Crisp is making it a business con- 
gress. It will also be an economical one. 

Indeed, the democratic leaders have al- 
ready figured up the probable appropria- 
tions, and they will be fully sixty-five mill- 
ion less than the first session of the Reed 
eongress. There scems every prospect 
now of adjournment not later than the 
Ist of July, two months earlier than the 
fifty-first, and nearly three months earlier 
than the fiftieth, Bb. W. B.

This will choose delegates to the national 
convention and will nomimate candidates for state 


officers. 
The politfcal outlook was discussed, and it was 


agreed that there is danger ahead unless the party 
placed itself upon record as determined to give 
relief to the people and present candidates who 
enjoy the confidence of all. Thereis a feeling of 
uncertainty as to how many democrats will be in- 
duced to join the third party, which is the great 
bug bear this year. 
They Are for Senator Hill. 

Eiberton, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—The feeling 
for Senator Hill for the nomination for president 
is very strong in Elbert, it being generally con- 
ceded that he is the most available man in sight 
now, besides being one of tho very best men in 
the union for the place. Governor Northen is 
very favorably spokenof here as his own suc- 
cessor. 


Tinkering with the Constitution Already. 
Jackson, Miss., March 2—(Special.)—The Mis- 
sissippi house of representatives today passed on 
first reading,by a vote of 70 to 23,a joint resolution 
seeking toamend the constitution, soas tomake 
judges and chancellors elective by the psopie, 
instead of being appointed by the governor.

CHEMISTS ON THE STAND 


In the Trial of Dr. Baker, at Abingdon, 
Va.--Dr. Taylor’s Evidence. 

Richmond, Va., March 2,—In.the Baker trial at 
Abingdon, today, theexamination of Dr. Taylor, 
state chemist,was further continued for the prose- 
cution. His evidence was not conclusive as to 
the poison said to have been discovered in the 
stomach of Mrs. Baker. The prosecution here 
closed its case. 

Professors Mallet, of the university, ani Jar- 
man, of Emory and Henry college, both chemists, 
were put on the stand for the defense. The former 
gaitd that after a long interval between the death 
of Mrs. Baker and her exhumation, twenty-one 
months, all anatomical evidences had been 
vitiated by the process of decay. {[t was believed 
the prisoner’s case was strengthened when court 
adjourned.

FITZ LICKED MAHER. 


The Great Prize Fight in New Orleans 
Last Night. 


THE CROWD AT THE OLYMPIC CLUB, 


After a Fine Battle Between the two 
Sluggers 


MAHER FALLS IN THE TWELFTH ROUND. 


Details of the Affair—The Men Take a 
Drink Together After the Fight, 
Fitzsimmons Cheered, 


New Orleans, March 2.—Peter Maher, of 
Ireland, an aspirant for heavy-weight honors, 
and Robert Fitzsimmons, a New Zealander, 


who is tho middlo-weight champion of the | 


world, met tonight before the Olympic Club 
of this city, for a purse of $10,000, of which the 
loser gets $1,000. 

The Olympic had an arena which seated 
nearly five thousand people. By the addition 
of galleries, the utilization of corners and econ- 
omization of space in every possible way, the 
capacity was increased to 6,000, and it was 
fully tested tonight. It was a magnificent 
gathering. There were sporting men from

Engiand, Freland, and from every corner of 
the United States. Chicago and New York 
between them, had fully five hundred dele- 
gates. New Orleans supplied its leading 
merohants and professional men, and, that 
sports were there, goes without saying. 

Up tothis morning the carnival features 
attracted a greatdeal of attention. Today, 
however, has been entirely devoted’ to the 
prize fighters. There have been crowds 
around the St. Charles hotel and poolrooms. 
Letting has been free. Every rumor has been 
passed about with lightning-like rapidity. 
Every pugilisit has nad a folfowing. - Promi- 
nent men, like Slavin and Mitehell, have had 
a mob at their heels. The climax came when 
Fitzsimmons showed up this morning. He 
had an army behind him. His fine condition 
was apparent to all whosaw him. He came 
over on an carly train, accompanied by 
Choynski, Greggan and Robertson, and Was in 
glorious spirits. He laughed, joked and 
chatted, but refrained from any mention of 
the fight. 

Several people attempted to tell him about 
Maher, but he refused to listen, saying that he 
mene see for himself whenhe gotinto the 
ring. 

Fitzsimmons is over six feot tall, and when 
he trained for Dempsey, getting down to 154 
pounds, he was sothin thathe seemed liable 
to break into pieces at any moment. ‘This 
time, however, without any weight limit, he 
has trained up instead of down, and has grown 
as stout as a man of Fritz’s build can be imag- 
ined to be. His broad shoulders and chest are 
masses of muscle, and his leng arms and long, 
thin legs have actually graceful lines to them. 
His face, too, isround and rosy, and altogether, 
the New Zealander looks stronger and better 
than ever before. He has weighed between 
168 and 172 pounds at different portions of his 
last work days, and tonight was very near 170 
pounds. 

® -ols Favored Fitzsimmons. 

After he walked and talked throngh the 
crowd in the morning his friends obtained re- 
newed confidence and many bets were placed 
ov him ateven money. In the Paris mutuals 
a majority of the tickets issoud bore the’name 
of Fitzsimmons. Soon after his arrival Fitz 
went to the house of a friend in the Jower dis- 
trict, near the Olympic club house, and thore 
spent most of the day in rest, timing himself 
so as to get to the arena shortly before the 
fight. 

At 8:35 o’clock the arena, with its sea of 
humanity, decorated in carnival colored 
drapery and flags of all nations, presented a 
gala sight. 

Professor John Duffy was selected as 
referee. Captain Billy Barrett was, as usual, 
in charge of the arena. 

Some of the Bets. 

A few of the big bets registered today were 
as follows: Charley Johnson, $4,200 on 
Maher; Jimmy Adams, of New York, $6,800 
on Maher; D. H. Ormsby, $3,500 on Fitzsim- 
mons; billy Madden, $1,000 on Maher; Gar- 
field track syndicate, of Chicago, composed of 
John Condon and Harry Varnell and others, 
upwards of $12,000 on Fitzsimmons; George 
Clark, Chicago, $6,000 on Fitzsimmons; Steve 
Brodie, $1,000 on Maher. Jerry Daly is said 
to have wagered $2,500 on Fitzsimmons. 

Edward Curtis made his first appearance as 
master of ceremonies and was heartily cheered. 

MitcheH and Upham. 

Charles Mitchell and Arthur Upham were 
the first to enter the ring at 8:20 ‘o’clock. 
Mitchell was aocompanied by Frank Slavin, 
Tom Allen and Pat Allen. Upham was ac- 
companied by Charley Jehnson and Tom 
Hoahan, of Chicago. Tom Allen was re- 
ceived with applause. 

Both men were stripped to the waist. At 
8:30 o’clock the men stepped to the center of 
the ring. Mitchell made a shew of Upham in 
the first round, his superiority being quite ap- 
parent. Upham was very weak as he came up 
for thesecond round. Mitchell’s cleverness 
was much applauded, and he astonished some 
of the spectators, whose first acquaintance 
with the Englishman was had tonight. The 
third round was finished in Mitcheil’s favor 
and the Englishman was applauded. 

Slavin and Vacquelin. 

Slavin and Vacquelin now took their places, 
and there was as much contrast noticed in the 
men as was the case in the previous set-to. 
Vacquelin turned pale, as did Upham, though 
he presented a splendid physical appearance. 
Both men stripped to the waist. Slayin’s su- 
periority did not manifest itself as much over 
his opponent as Mitchell’s did over Upham. 

Time was called after two minutes of good 
punching. The men warmed up in the second 
round, and Slavin’s hands, when offered, sel- 
dom missed Vacquelin’s face. The men hit 
some hard clipsin this round, and Slavin’s 
cleverness was much admired. 

Mitchell and Slavin Box. 

The third round was a vigorous punching 
match, and was a great deal fiercer than 
Mitchell’s set-to. Slavin did nottake off his 
gloves after this bout, but seated himself 
awaiting Mitchell, whosoon appeared to box 
with his Australian star. in this fsefto 


Mitchell’s tricks were nicely countered by 
Siavin’s cunning. Both men appeared a little 
cautious, and the way they rapped each 
other’s face and stomach otto to almost 
aralyze the assemblage, and Mitchell did 
ook a bit vexed when Keferee Duffy separated 
them and sent them away.

Fitz was play- 
ing cOntinually for Maher’s sore mouth and 
frequently pushed the latter’s head back with 
straight lefts. Fitzsimmons staggered Maher 
with a heavy > hander on the jaw and ran 
away to avoid punishment. Both landed 
heavy lefts, Fitzsimmons staggering. Fitz- 
simmons now landed a left on Maher’s nose.

Round 7—Both men stepped to the center 
briskly and Fitzsimmons landeda left stomach 
blow.

Maher was weak as he went into his corner. 

Round 9—Fitzsimmons ducked neatly ous of 
his corner, but received a right uppercut on 
the ribs which made him grant. Maher’s left 
leads for head fell short, and he wasted a great 
deal of hisstrength in thisway. Fitzsimmons 
landed two lefts on the nose, was perfectly 
cool and avoided several heavy blows. 

Round 10—Maher’s left missed again and so 
did his right for the ribs. He got a left on the 
nose from Fitzsimmons’s forearm, but landed 
heavily his right on Fitzsimmons’s jaw. 
Maher aimed a heavy right fortbe body, but 
struck the point of Fitzsimmons’s left elbow. 
The latter immediately sent in a heavy blow 
on the sore mouth and clinched. Maher was 
bleeding again, as time was called. 

Round 11—Fitzsimmons landed a right, and 
avoided Maher's rightin return. Both men 
were cautious. Fitzsimmons fe to draw 
Maher on, the latter trying a right on boldly. 
It met Fitzsimmons’s elbow. Fitzsimmons 
landed a left on the sore mouth again, but got 
a stinging right on the dack of hishead.

A Chance for Some Military Man to Get 
Shoalder Straps. 

Macon, Ga. March 2.—(Special.)—There are two 
good promotions open to some officer of the Sec- 
ond Georgia regiment if a scheme outlined to 
The Constitation this morning by a prominent 
military man is carried through. The proposi- 
tion is to clect two new majors for the regiuocnt 
in accordance with the new United States tactics. 

The present major of the regiment is R. N. 
Holtzclaw, of Perry, who was elected in accord- 
ance with the recent law authorizing the organi- 
zation of the Second regiment, This law expressly 
stated tbat shonu!d the United States tactics be at 
any time changed, the regiment should conform 
to such tactics.

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A JURY WILL DECIDE. 


The Robertson Mortgages Will Go Before 
a Jury. 


THEIR VALIDITY TO BE SETTLED THERE. 


The Case Before Judge Clarks Yester- 
dGday—The Chinaman’s Trouble. 
About the Courthouse. 


Judge Marshall J. Clarke spent all of yes- 
terday in hearing a case made interesting on 
account of the hard fight being wade to win 
by both parties at interest. 

The case was one against Mr. H. K. 
Robertson, the Marietta street groceryman, 
whose store went into the hands of a receivor 
about a month ago. Mr. Percy Adams was 
appointed receiver, and he took charge of the 
large stock of groceries and proceeded to dis- 
pose ofitin the most profitable manner. 

Two mortgages were heid on the stock. 

Mr. B. L. Robertson, of Bulloch county, 
held one of the mortgages, which was for 
$1,000, and King & Anderson, the well-known 
lawyers, held another mortgage for a smaller 
amount. 

It appears that after these mortgages are 
satisfied and the-costs in the case are paid that 
the unsecured creditors of Mr. 
find but a sma!! amount of assets out of which 
to make what is due them. 

They set about to knock the mortgages out. 
They prepared a bill attacking the mortgage 
held by Mr. B. L. Robertson, on the ground 
that it was not a valid debt, and Mr. Robert- 
60n was a relative of the giver of the mort- 


age. 
x This bill was tendered to Judge Clarke yes. 
terday morning, and was argued until late yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The bill was filed by J. W. Phillips & Co., 
the Atlanta Paper Company, and other unse- 
cured creditors. They were represented by 
Messrs. Mayson & Ifiil. Mr. Robertson was 
represented by King & Anderson. 

The argument was thorough and complete, 
and a hard fight was made by both sides. 

Judce Clarke stated after the argument was 
finisl:ed thathe would not decide upon the 
Vaiidity of the mortgages, but leave that mat- 
tertoajury. In the noantime he continued 
Mr. Percy Adams as receiver and directed 
that he should dispose of the stock, the’ pro- 
ceeds to be held subject to the final determi- 
nation of the case, 

The Harkey Cases. 


The cases against W. C. Harkey, the saloon- 
ist, charging him with selling whisky to a 
minor, were again called in the Atlanta crim- 
inal court yes‘erday morning. Mr. Frank 
O’ Bryan, Mr. Harkey’s counsel, said that hoe 
objected tothe case being tried before the 
Same jury that had heard all the evidence in 
the case during the trial the day before. He 
asked for a postponemeni until Monday, when 
a pew jury would be sworn. 

Judge Westmorelaud granted 
tinuance. 

Speaking of this case yesterday, Solicitor 
Thomas said: ‘What I said before the jury 
in this case might be misconstrued by some. 
I did ro: mean in saying that I would vigor- 
ously prosecute all such cases that I would 
have anything to do with originating them: 
But when such cases come into my court I in- 
tend to prosecute them vigorously, and see 
that the law is enforced. 

“When the question of prohibition was up, 
the liquor men contended that the law, as it 
stood, was good enough when rigidly enforced, 
and I desire it understood by those of them 
who violate the law that so far as I am con- 
cerned Lintend to insist on carrying out their 
view of it. 

“The proper enforcement of the law in these 
casesisnot only in the interest of morality, 
but itisin the interest of those dealers who 
keep the law, becanse, when this law is vio- 
lated, every honest and law-abiding dealer 
suffers for itin the estimation of the public.’

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Not “Good Democrats.” 

The Macon Telegraph suggests that 
The Constitution is mistaken in saying 
that George William Curtis was elected 
treasurer of the bolters’ committee which 
met at 10 Wall street last Saturday, 
for the purpose of organizing a crusade 
against the democratic party. We know 
no more about the matter than The Tel- 
egraph does. Our information was based 
on telegrams sent the Western papers 
Sunday, avd published all over the coun- 
try. We cannot votich for their accuracy. 
It is probable that two meetings have 
been confused by our Macon contempo- 
rary, since it places the William E. Cur- 
tis affair at 52 William street, whereas 
the bolters’ committee, according to the 
dispatches, was held at 10 Wall street. 

Our opinion is that our Macon contem- 
porary will find George William Curtis 
not very far away from the left center, 
when an attack on the democratic party 
is going on. That is his record, and he 
is a tolerably consistent mugwunip. 

The Telegraph says that Mr. William 
®. Curtis is not a mugwump, but a good 
democrat. There is a world of consola- 
tion in this for Colonel Thomas Watson 
and those who are getting up a third 
party in Georgia. If Mr. William E. 
Curtis and the rest of the Cleveland dem- 
ocrats in New York can organize a bolt- 
ers’ convention for the purpose of attack- 
ing and breaking down the party organ- 
ization, and still remain good democrats, 
surely it will be inconsistent for their 
Georgia sympathizers to harshly criti- 
cise those democrats who are u'ying to 
get up a third party. 

If circumstances had not already elimi- 
nated Mr. Cleveland, this effort of his 
friends to make him the leader of an 
unreasonable bolt would do the buisness. 
Meanwhile if The Telegraph really 
thinks that those who are making aun 
effort to break down the party organiza- 
tion in New York are “good democrats” it 
ought not hesitate to pat Watson on the 
back and cry “Go it, Tommy!’ For our 
part we would as lief see the party 
smashed by Watson as by the bolting 
friends of Mr. Cleveland. 


The Unknown. 
Those democrats who are inclined to 
measure David B. Hill by the republican 
abuse which his attitude as a democratic 


partisan has invited should pause and 


take their bearings. It is impossible to 
conceive of a higher tribute to Mr. 
Hiil’s services to his party than his re 
publican enemies have paid him. On the 
other hand it is impossible to conceive of 
a sorrier spectacle than the endorsement 
of this abuse by men who profess to be 
democrats. 

It is natural that there should be some 
opposition to Hill A great many people 
fail to grasp the situation; the signifi- 
cance of current events is altogether lost 
on them; they are unable to take a broad 
and comprehensive view of affairs. It 
seems to us that such opposition should 
be as modest as it is narrow. Those who 
think that there is a contest going on 
between the followers of Mr. Hill and 
the friends of Mr. Cleveland should open 
their eyes to the facts. There is no such 
contest going on; there never has been 
such a contest. 

The elements which form party opinion 
have merely been feeling around for the 
most available man—striving to fix upon 
@ candidate who has the strength and 
ability to lead the party to victory. The 
discussion, even where it has degenerated 
into a controversy, has been and is a 
most wholesome one, and the upshot of 
it will be to prevent the national con- 
vention from making any serious mistake 
so far as the nomination of a candidate 
fis concerned. 

Those who are opposing Mr. Hill be- 
cause they prefer Mr. Cleveland are hav- 
ing their labor for their pains. There is 
no contest between these two democrats 
for the nomination. Mr. Cleveland is out 
of it. His weakness in his own state, 
apart from all other considerations, has 
eliminated him. His most influential 
friends perceive this fact and acknowl- 
edge it. Mr. Watterson, who knows a 
hawk from a handsaw in political mat- 
ters, has already turned his attention to 
other candidates. He has been a Cleve- 
Jand man through thick and thin, but he 
is aware of the fact that events have 
disposed of the ex-president so far as his 
chances for the democratic nomination 
are concerned, 

The situation now is Hill against the 
Unknown. As things go, the Unknown 
will have to develop himsélf very rap- 
idly, and he will have te come with a 
record that will fit the humor and dispo- 
sition of the agricultural section of the 
democratic party, and with something 
more than a bare prospect of carrying 
New York. Mr. Watterson says the 
Unknown is in the west, and he shows 
us the name of Mr. Carlisle written across 
the veil in large ietters. We are not told 
what advantage Mr. Carlisle has over 
Mr. Hill in the matter of carrying New 
York state, nor how his nomination 
would dispose of the demand which the 
southern farmers are making for the free 

‘eoinage of silver. Yet these are both in- 
teresting features of the discussion.

A Biographical Epidemic. 

Now, that the Hill and Toombs 
biographies. are before the people of 
Georgia, the two volumes having been 
published within a few months of each 
other, the public will be interested in 
the timely announcement of a New York 
publisher concerning a book of remin- 
iscences, now in press, by the Hon. 
Henry W. Hiltiard. 

Another timely biography of a great 
southeruver, whose career Was more or 
less interwoven with the lives of Hill, 
Toombs and Hilliard, 
published at Birmingham. Its title is 
“The Life and Times of Yancey, a ITlist- 
ory of the Political Parties in the United 
States from 1834 to 1864; Especially as 
to the Origin of the Confederate States.” 

The work has not yet made its ap- 
pearance on our review table, but we 
learn from The Birmingham Age-Herald 
that it is a volume of 752 pages, well 
bound and well printed, «ehandsomely 
illustrated, and written by Johu Wither- 
spoon DuBose, “a ripe scholar, pains- 
taking in the gathering of facts, elegant 
and forcible in his style. The book is 
from one who knew Yancey well and 
loved him truly. 

It is gratifying to see these indications 
of a biographical epidemic in the south. 
In the past our people have been so busy 
making history that they have neglected 
what seemed to them the minor matters 
of recording it. The northern people 
bave been careful in. chronicling every- 
thing, and the future historian, searching 
among libraries for material, will be 
surprised to find so many lives of north- 
ern great men and so few of famous 
southerners. 

It is time to correct our negligence in 
this regard. The south has produced her 
Grants in almost every line of human en- 
deavor, and it is inexcusable that their 
bright intellects, eloquent’ words and 
onoci-making deeds should be left to the 
uncertain tongue of tradition. We have 
believed for some time that the literary 
talent of the south, so active since the 
war in varlous fields, should take care of 
our history and hand down to posterity 
the illustrious men who have borne s0 
noble a part in the building of a nation, 
and in making the arms and arts of our 
civilization potential at home and 
respected abroad 
The biography of Yancey will be wel- 
comed north and south. The great Ala- 
bamian was a giant among giants in the 
most heroic period of our history. It 
was believed by many that it was his 
ambition to become president of the 
southern confederacy. Be that as it may, 
his influence had much to do with the 
formation of that short-lived government, 
and the fact that he was selected for a 
very delicate and important mission 
abroad shows the high opinion the 
heads of the confederate government 
entertained of his diplomatic ability. 
Taking it for granted that the biogra- 
pher has done justice to his subject, it 
is safe to say that “The Life and Times 
of Yancey” will be widely read by in- 
telligent Americans, and especially by 
the younger generation.

Despite the fact that t‘e fees 
were. increased at the beginning of the session 
25 per cent, and bonorable competition has 
been knocking at its very door, the Atlanta 
Medical college still holds its piace as the jeader 
of the surgical colleges of thesouth.

The meeting was to have been called to 
order at 10 o’ciock, but owing tothe late ar- 
rival of many of the delegates, it wasafter 11 
o’clock when Chairman W. Y. Atkinson took 
the president’s chair and wrapped on the 
varnished desk with his big pocket knife for 
order. 

Before any business at all was up Chairman 
Atkinson made a few pointed remarks bearing 
mpon tlhe work before the committee and the 
democracy of the whole state of Georgia. 

He said the meeting of the committee had 
been called somewhat earlier than usual this 
year for reasons quite obvious to every mem- 
ber. Lie stated that for the first time in years 
the democratic party was confronted by an op- 
ponent in the political arena herein Georgia. 
There are those from among our own ranks 
who differ with us, and who have left the 
G@emocratic ranks. 

In opposing this foe, Mr. Atkinson said the 
G@emocrats must not use abuse. They need 
only be Joyal to democracy, be just and 
righteous, fairand honestin their battle for 
the principles of that party which had saved 
Georgia in more trying days than these and 
which has never yet lost its power to save the 

le of the south if fully and freely trusted, 

The third party, he said, had gained what- 
ever strength it miaay have by the splits and 
differences that have been aroused by men in 
the democratic party who have sought honor 
too ambitiously from their party. ‘‘But,’’ 
gaid he, ‘‘we must not be harsh anddrive them 
from tho party; rather be fair and invite them 
to come back.

Mr, Atkinson referred to the measures 
which must be considered in the democratic 
camps before entering the next campaign to 
champion the people’s rights.

Financial reform 
and a proper solution of the currency expan- 
sion must needs go hand in hand with tariff re- 
form, for they were popular demands, and 
the democratic party was the medium 
through which popular demands must be 
made with hope for success. 

Mr. Atkinson wound up his remarks by say- 
ing that whatever of bickering might be heard 
in Georgia now, when the time comes the old 
state will rock no more in doubt, but will sail 
smoothly in democratic seas, floating the col- 
orsofa true and tried demotracy, whoever 
the nominee of the party may be.

Mr. Carter Tate moved thata subcommittee, 
consisting of five members, with the chairman 
as ex-officio chairman, be appointed, to form 
acampaign committee. The resolution went 
onto providethat this committee should pre- 
pare addressesand stump the state when- 
ever possible for democracy. 

Mr. Dessau moved to strike out the clause 
‘prepare addresses,’’ saying that these written 
articles signed up might get the members into 
serious trouble. ; 

Mr. Hand also opposed it, saying ne cam- 
paign work would be necessary until the con- 
vention was over and the candidates and piat- 
form decided upon. 

Colonel James M. Smith favored the a 
pointment of the campaign committee. He 
said it cou'd get together much more easily 
than the executive committee. ‘We must 
have some organization,” he said, “for the 
candidate always succeeds best who has his 
forces organized, and so do parties.”’

Primaries Suggested. 

A good deal of discussion came up over the 
following resolution introduced by Mr. Frank 
Rice and amended by Mr. Carter Tate so as 
to read thus: 

Resolved, That the manner of selecting dele- 

ates for both conventions in every county be 
eft to the democratic party organization of the 
several counties, and that we further suggest that 
primaries be used in all counties when prac- 
ticable. 

Mr. Washington Desson favored adding an 
amendment requiring or suggesting that all 
primaries be held on the same day, but the 
amendment was lost. 

Mr. Frank Rice ebjected to the amendment, 
‘‘because,” said he, ‘‘when a candidate is 
abused over here in this county atan election 
he oughtto have achance to go around and 
correct it before all the primaries are hold.” 

Restricting Proxies. 

Mr. Dessau offored as a suggestion that some 
restriction or requirement be made to prevent 
promiscuous recognition of proxies, 

Mr. Clark Howell moved that no proxy be 
recognized by the convention when given to 
a citizen residing outside of the county for 
which the proxy is given, requiring that all 
proxies must be presented by citizens of the 
same county in which the duly elected dele- 
gate resides. 

This was unanimously adopted. 

There'll Be No Yuardstick. 

The question was sprung upon the commit- 
tee by soime member as to how the standard of 
democracy should be measured in selecting 
delegates. 

The question was: “Suppore aman should 
say he was a democrat, and then go off toa 
convention and vote forathird party or re- 
publican candidate. How are we to shun such 
a delegate ?”’ 

Shall we have a yardstick ?”’ 
The question was answered negatively, and | 
it was decided to address the call for both con- 
ventions to the democratic party of Georgia. 
Mr. Clark Howell moved that the chairman 
be efipowered to draw up resolutions covering 
every action of the commitiee in session, and 
send them out with the call. 
Chairman Atkinson has accordingly drafted 
the call printed above. 
The committee adjourned until the 18th of 
May, subject to the call of the chairman In the 
meantime.

Elected Soon. 


MEETING OF THE STATE BOARD TODAY. 


Some Rewards Offered for Fugitive Crim- 
inalse—Other Matters of Interest at 
the Statehouse of Georgia. 


In every county in Georgia preparations 
are now being made for the election of new 
county school commissioners. 

The electionshave been fixed for the 10th 
of this month by the state schoo] commissioner 
of education. 

They will not be conducted simply as elec- 
tions, but each candidate will have to stand 
an examination before he is classed as an 
available candidate. 

The examinations are to be held in each 
county by the president of the county board 
of education. The questions for these exam- 
inations were sent out in sealed packages from 
the state school commissioner's office yester- 
day to the different counties, and along with 
the examination questions will go a list of in- 
structions as to how the selection of the new 
county school commissioners is to be made. 

First, the candidates are to stand the exami- 
nations; then those who are classed satisfac- 
tory are placed on a list and given to the 
county board for action. The commissioners 
aro elected from those candidates who satis- 
factorily passed the examination. 

The boards are instructed to take into consid- 
eration the moral characcer and general avail- 
ability of the candidates. A majority of votes 
in the board will elect the county school coms 
missioner, and the bond isto be fixed by the 
county board. 

All but three counties in the state are to 
elect on the 10th instant. 


The State Board of Education. 


A very important meeting of the state 
board of education will be held today in the 
eg of State School Commissioner Brad- 
well. 

The meeting will be held for the purpose of 
trying the case of Mrs. Hardie, an applicant 
for a teachor’s place in the schools of DeKalb

Mrs. Hardie was refused a teacher’s place by 
the county board on the ground that her ex- 
amination ye didn’t come up to the 
standard. She appealed tothe state school 
commissioner, who declared she ought to 
have a place. 

The DeKalb county board then appealed to 
the state board of education, and the meeting 
today will take the casein hand for further 
consideration. 

It is one of the few appeal cases of this kind 
that the state board is called upon to handle.

Theo Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

New York, March 2.—The stock market continued to

End of the Life of a Noted Tennes- 
seean. 


JUDGE THOMAS NIXON VAN DYKE, 


The Story of an Eventful Career Briefly 
Told—One ofthe Pioneers in the 
East Tennessee Road. 


Judge Thomas Nixon Van Dyke died early 
yesterday morning at the home of his son, Mr. 
R. D. Van Dyke, at Rome. Judge Van Dyke 
was the father of Mr. Hugh T. Inman, and 
was very well known here in Atlanta and 
through the state. 

Judge Van Dyke had been ill some time 

wie and his death was 
= not unexpected. 

Judge Van Dyke 

was born at Fort 

Washington on the 

Tennessee river 

about fifty miles 

above Chattanooga, 

on the 23d of Jan- 

uary, 1803. IIis 

father, an officer in 

wthe United States 

army, came to Ten. 

nessee from tbe Penn- 

sylvania frontier ser- 


vice and married there. 

In his early young manhood Judge Van 
Dyke was sent back to Pennsylvania to bo 
educated by his uncle, General Smith. Ue 
afterwards removed to Alabama, making the 
trip, as was necessary In those early days, by 
private conveyance. 

In Alabama he settled in Tuscaloosa and 
became at once identified among the leaders of 
the state. He was made clerk ofthe Alabama 
house of representatives. He went back to 
Fast Tennessee in the year 1830 and settled 
in Athens, Tenn., where he soon afterwards 
married tiie daughter of Dr. William Dead- 
wick, a prominent physician of that place. 
His wife still survives him, they having lived 
together nearly sixty years. 

Among the tirst public services he rendered 
was when he came co Georgia from East Ten- 
nessee to get acharter from Georgia to join 
the Western and Atlantic railroad at Dalton 
for the East Tennesseerailroad. He was the 
first presidentof the Kast Tennessee, and with 
Major Campbell Wallace and Major Richard 
C. Jackson, was tie first moving spirit in the 
building of this railroad. Major Jackson is 
still living in Knoxville, and is a wealthy and 
retired capitalist. He is anuncle by marriage 
of Messrs. James and Hugh McKeldin, of this 
city. 

udgs Van Dyke was for many years a chan- 
cellor in East Tennessee, and wasa prominent 
member of the Episcopal church, noted for 
his high conception of piety and purity. 

During the war he was arrested by the 
federal soldiers, being amanof prominence, 
and was held as a hostage at Camp Uhase, 
Columbus, O., eighteen months, All his life- 
time since arriving at manhood estate, he has 
ei man conspicuous and prominent among 

He was forthe pastten years one of 
the commissioners of the insane asylum of the 
atate of Tennessee. 

Judge Van|Dyke has always been a wealthy 
man. For the last four or five years of his life, 
be has been living with his son, Mr. Robert D. 
Van Dyke, a prominentymerchant in Nome, 
Ga. He had three other very promising sons 
killed in the war, serving the confederacy. He 
has now surviving him three daughters, Mrs. 
Cleage, of Chattanooga; Mrs. Hugh T. Inman, 
of Atlanta, aud Mrs. George M. Battey, of 
Rome, Ga., anda son, Mr. Robert D. Van 
Dyke, of Rome. 

He had many warm and good friends in At- 
Janta, who will hear the news of his death 
with genuine sorrow and profound regret.

KENNAN ON THE 15TH.

The Great Traveter Comes to Lecture in 
Atlanta Soon. 


THE PRESS OF THE STATE INVITED. 


The Library Making Great Preparations 
for George Kennan’s Visit on March 
15th and 16th. 


George Kennan, the Siberian traveler, will 
lecture in Atlanta for the Young Men’s li- 
brary on the 15th and 16th of March, and his 
visit is looked forward to with more than ordi- 
nary interest. Constant inquiries are being 
made at the library about the lectures, and 
nothing since Stanley has been so much talked 
about. Mr. Kennan is making the round of 
the continent and will come to Atlanta froin 
the west, as Stanley did. 

Since Kennan began to publish his articles 
on Russia in The Century Magazine, the read- 
ers of The Constitution have been keeping up 
with him and they know something of the 
hardship and danger he had to face in order to 
possess himself of the information upon which 
he made the great exposure of the Siberian 
exile system and the horrors of Russian prison 
life. 

It is largely due to Kennan that the eyes of 
the world have been opened to the inhuman 
treatment of political prisoners by the Russian 

overnment. His lotters in The Century 
Magazine sent a thrill of horror through 
Christendom and prepared it to believe the 
stories of new barbarities inflicted on the Rus- 
sian Jews. 

These letters have been appearing in The 
Ceutury Magazine several years, aud recently 
they have been printed in book form with offti- 
cial evidence to sustain his statements. Mr. 
Kennan has challenged the Russian govern- 
ment to meet him at the international prison 
reform congress in Europe and disprove the 
statements made in his letters. Of course the 
prenen did not reply. Mr. Kennan says 
t could not, for be had the govern- 
ment’s own oflicial reports to sustain 
him. It is reported that the czar has 
ordered a copy of Mr. Kennan’s book for his 
OWwD use. 

George Kennan was known by an Atlanta 
physician, Dr. Manahan, when ho was a te!e- 
graph operator at a way stationin Ohio. Like 
Edison, Kennan was too bright to hide his 
light under a bushe), and soon drifted to 
Washington, where he worked on the 
Associated Press. Afterwards he went to 
Russia as an attache of the American legation, 
and studied the language and customs of the 
country. Hereturned to the United States 
and detivered a series of lectures in the middle 
and northern states, but had not then been to 
Siberia. It wasthen that he was commis- 
sioned by The Century Magazine to go to Si- 
beria and inves:igata the exile system and the 
Russian prisons. He went, feeling that the 
Russian government had been misrepresented, 
and his publicly expressed opinion to thatef- 
foct secured him letters from the Russian min- 
ister of the interior. His discoveries changed 
the whole character of his work and 
led to the great exposure in the Century let- 
ters. 

The library is making great preparations for 
the occasion. The press of the state will be 
invited, and the lectures will be advertised all 
over the state. 

The Hebrew citizens of Atlanta are taking 
especial interest in Mr. Kennan’s visit, be- 
cause he is expecied to tell them the condition 
of ther oppressed brethren in the Muscovite 
empire. 

Unlike most writers, Kennan is at home on 
the platform and one of the most popular 
lecturers in America. On his first tour he per- 
formed the remarkable feat of delivering his 
lectures to large audiences for 200 nights. His 
book and his lectures have made hima man 
of ineans as well as reputation and he is every- 
where received with distinguished honor. 


Ovide Musin'’s Concert Tonight.
